Diplomat 
Is Shot 


BRUSSELS (AP) - - A gun­ 
man believed to be an Arab 
wounded an Israeli diplomat 
Sunday night in a Brussels 
cafe, the Israeli Embassy re­ 
ported today. 
The embassy said Zakok 
Ophir, 42, was hit by five 
bullets in the liver, ear and 
shoulder. It said he was 
operated on but was not out of 
danger. 
He was shot by a man who 
gave his name as Mohammad 
Rabah, the embassy said. 
The Israeli State Radio said 
he might be a Moroccan. 
The gunman escaped, and 
Belgian police were looking 
for him. 
The embassy gave this ac­ 
count : 
A man identifying himself 
as Mohammad Rabah phoned 
Ophir Sunday and told him he 
had information on a attack 
planned against the embassy. 
Ophir asked him lo come to 
the embassy, but the caller 
said he preferred to meet at a 
cafe downtown. When Ophir 
identified himself at the cafe, 
the man pulled a gun and shot 
five limes. 


Other reports said the gun­ 
man was accompanied by an­ 
other man, also believed to be 
Arab. 
The gunman was reported 
lo be short, with a dark 
mustache and short 
hair, 
w earing a brown jacket, 
green trousers and basketball 
shoes. 
Police set up road blocks 
and sent special patrol cars 
through the city during the 
night, but no results were 
announced.

Arab Terrorism 
Not Mentioned 
In Resolution

UNITED NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP) — The United States 
cast its second veto in the 
history of the UN. Security 
Council Sunday night. It 
killed a resolution demanding 
a halt to Israeli reprisal raids 
but making no mention of the 
Arab terrorism that provoked 
the raids. 
The veto came after an all­ 
day debate on the Palestinian 
guerrilla m assacre of Israeli 
Olympic athletes in Munich 
Tuesday and Israeli 
air 
strikes Friday at 
reputed 
guerrilla positions in Syria 
and Lebanon. 
China and the Soviet Union 
earlier had vetoed am end­ 


ments that would have ap­ 
plied 
the 
resolution 
to 
terrorist activities as well as 
military operations. 
US. Ambassador 
George 
Bush said their vetoes killed 
“a very important passage 
that could have made the 
resolution more acceptable.” 
Explaining his own veto, he 
said the resolution ignored 
realities and “looked to effect 
but not to cause.” Its “silence 
on the disaster in Munich” 
invited more terrorism, he 
said, v 
“We seek and support a 
world in which athletes need 
not 
fear 
a ssa ssin s 
and 
passengers on planes need 
not fear hijacking, Bush 
declared. 


Gallery Applauds Veto

Bush got applause from the 
gallery for his veto. And 
Israeli A m bassador Yosef 
Tekoah, absent because of 
the Jewish New Year, told 
newsmen by telephone that 
•he US. vote would be “ ap­ 
plauded by the people of 
Israel.” 
Soviet Ambassador Jacob 
A. Malik spoke of “ the 
distressing events which 
occurred in Munich” but said 
to put them on the same 
footing as the new Israeli 


raids would be “condoning 
the aggressive policy of the 
Israeli maniacs.” 
C h in ese 
A m b a s s a d o r 
Huang Hua, presiding over 
the council for the first time 
since Peking 
entered 
the 
world organization late last 
year, also referred to “ the 
unfortunate in cid en t” in 
Munich but then said that the 
Palestinians and other Arabs 
had been “compelled to take 
up arm s ... to recover their 
homelands” from Israel. 
Arabs Disappointed 


A m bassadors 
H aissam 
Kelani of Syria and Edouard 
Ghorra of Lebanon, who had 
asked 
for 
the 
m eeting, 
registered 
dissatisfaction. 
Ghorra said he was “deeply 
disappointed” by the US.veto 
and could not let the matter 
rest. But both he and Kelani 
called 
the resolution 
that 
failed too weak. 


The resolution, sponsored 
by Som alia, Guinea and 
Yugoslavia, 
noted 
“ the 
deteriorating situation in the 
Middle E ast” and called on 
“the parties concerned to 
cease 
im m ediately 
all 


military operations and ex­ 
ercise 
the 
g re a te s t 
restraint.” 
Adjourning the meeting, 
President Huang said the Se­ 
curity Council still had before 
it the Syrian and Lebanese 
com plaints 
ag a in st 
the 
Israeli attacks and he would 
consult the other m em bers on 
when to meet again. 
In Israel, the start of the 
Jewish New Year was cele­ 
brated quietly in the wake of 
the heaviest Israeli air at­ 
tack s 
against 
the 
Arab 
guerrillas since the 1967 war. 
The 
Israeli 
arm ed forces 
remained on the alert. 
More Terror Expected 


Lt. Gen. David Elazar, the 
Army chief of staff, warned 
during 
a 
television 
a p ­ 
pearance that more terrorist 
at lacks could be expected. He 
said they would be met by 
further counterattacks. The 


Israeli raids, he said, were in 


retaliation not only for the 


Munich massacre but also for 
a rising wave of attacks 
against Israel’s borders with 
Syria and Lebanon. 


Bomb Hits Courthouse 
In Beaver County, Pa. 


BEAVER. Pa. (AP) - A 
dynamite bomb hidden in a 
picnic 
basket 
exploded 
outside the Beaver County 
Courthouse 
early 
today 
seconds 
a lte r 
it 
was 
discovered by a night watch­ 
man. Authorities said 
the 
guard escaped injury, but the 
blast heavily damaged the 
building. 
The bomb l ipped a hole in a 
wall connecting a new annex 
with the three-story stone 
courthouse and damaged at 
least 
two offices, officials 
said. They said the blast 
sh attered 
windows 
in 
surrounding houses. It was 
not immediately known how 
much dynamite was used. 
The watchman. Joseph R. 
Hardy Sr.. said he was 
making his rounds shortly 
alter 
1:30 a.m. 
when 
he 
noticed a small alarm clock 
lying on the ground with 
wires attached to it. Hardy 
said he followed the wires 
around a corner, and that 
about 60 feel away he found 
an old-fashioned double-lid 
picnic basket. 
“ 1 opened it and saw it was 
dynamite.” said fhe 74-year- 
old Hardy, who works part 
time as a guard. “ It’s a good 
thing the lid wasn’t wired ” 
Seconds after Hardy lelt

the bomb to summon aid, it 
went off* 
Homes in the area were 
jarred and some had to be 
evacuated. 
Jam es Ross, chairman of 
the county commissioners, 
said damage to the cour­ 
thouse appeared 
“at 
first 
glance” to be about $100,000. 
He said the extent of the loss 
lo materials inside the offices 
was not immediately known. 
“ There was absolutely no 
threat, no inkling of any 
king,” said Ross when asked 
whether there had been any 
warnings. 
Authorities said, however, 
that shortly after the court­ 
house blast there was a bomb 
threat 
telephoned lo the 
county hospital. The building 
was 
searched, 
as 
w ere 
several other county struc­ 
tures. but no bombs were 
found. 
A US 
Army bomb and 
arson team from Greensburg 
was 
dispatched 
to 
the 
courthouse to begin an in­ 
vestigation, along with the 
FBI ¿md local authorities.

As usual, it’s all m an’s fault. With his 
ca na ls and waterway s, he has cut off life- 
giv ing water from the Ev erglades, with the 
result that its animal and plant life is dy ing. 
Wildfires are finishing the job. 
The situation is not quite that simple, sa y s 
J . Walter Dineen, chief of the Env ironmental 
Serv ices Div ision of the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control District. 
Very few indiv iduals hav e dealt with 
Ev ergla des ecology for an ex tended period of 
time, he points out. Most recent workers ha v e 
run into the Ev erglades for a y ear or so and 
said, “ My gosh, it’s not like it’s supposed to 
b e!” and then gone off criticizing that “ the 
water is too low” or “ the water is too high.” 
The “ true” Ev ergla des, sa y s Dineen, is a 
v a st sa wgra ss prairie, dotted with green tree! 
isla nds known as hammocks, and otherwise 
marked by sloughs and strands of v egetation. 
During periods of abundant rainfall, it is a 
flood plain. When rainfall is deficient, it is 
often swept by sa wgra ss fires that m a y ev en 
consume the peat soil that lies abov e the 
porous rock cap of the Ev ergla des basin. 
The most commonly a ccepted belief is that 
the Ev ergla des depends upon an ov erflow of 
water from Lake Okeechobee, 100 m iles to the 
north. It is this water which the engineers

Death Row 
Going Out 


If Business 


SAN 
Q U EN TIN , 
Calif. 
(A P) — The nation’s most 
populous death row is slowly 
going 
out 
of 
existence, 
leaving many of its 104 for­ 
mer residents with a kind of 
freedom they haven’t' felt in 
years. 
“ I still find myself boun­ 
cing away on the balls of my 
feet, 
whistling,” 
said 
Gregory U. Powell, 39, who 
moved into San Quentin’s 
general prison population a 
month ago after nine years on 
death row. 
“ Now there’s a definite 
hope in life, a definite goal,” 
said Bruce Bowersox, 35, who 
is working in the prison ac­ 
counting office and 
has 
already 
started 
taking 
courses 
toward 
a 
college 
degree. 
‘‘It 
was 
a 
bleak 
en­ 
vironment up on the row, an 
environment 
of 
despair 
leading 
nowhere 
except 
maybe to death,” he said. 
“ Some people go insane, 
some commit suicide and the 
others adjust.” 
_ 
_ , 
All but 17 of the Death Row 
initiates have been moved — 
about 
50 
staying 
at 
San 
•Quentin and the remainder 
scattering to other state 
prisons. Spokesman Joseph 
O’Brien said the last 17 men 
will be off the row in 10 days. 
Most who remained here 
have been mixed into the gen­ 
eral “ mainline” prison popu­ 
lation. But a tyalf-dozen, in­ 
cluding two of Death Row’s 
most famous inmates — 
Sirhan B.Sirhan and Charles 
Manson, have been moved to 
the maximum-security ad­ 
justment center. 
Lawrence Jackson, 45, who 
came off the row after 11 
years and is already in an 
honors unit, said one of the 
great shocks of moving to the 
mainline was being out of his 
cell from breakfast until 10 
p.m. On the row, he ex­ 
plained, inmates are locked 
up for 21 v2 hours every day. 
“ It felt strange,” he said. 
“ You’re under 
such 
tight 
security on the row. One or 
two officers go with you 
everywhere and nobody says 
anything to you. They even 
clear the row for condemned 
men whenever they pass. To 
be thrown on the mainline 
where you can go your own 
way seems very strange.” 
Jackson, Powell and Bow­ 
ersox were part of the first 
group of formerly condemned 
men to be interviewed by 
newsmen. 
Jackson 
was 
convicted of raping and 
strangling 'a 
Riverside 
County woman, Powell of

Prose c utors

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
The 
Ohio 
Prosecuting 
Attorneys Association says it 
plans to lobby for a proposal 
that would reinstate the death 
penalty in Ohio. 
The association’s executive 
committee said over the 
weekend it has developed a 
death penalty bill which 
would permit the state to 
resume executions without 
running afoul of a recent US. 
Supreme Court ruling. 
The high court decided that 
the.deat+i penalty was not 
uniformly applied and was 
therefore 
unconstitutional, 
but the way was apparently 
left open for states to enact 
new laws under which capital 
punishment 
would 
be 
uniformly meted out. 
The prosecuting attorneys 
say their plan would set 
standards for mandatory 
death sentences for certain 
crimes and provides for a 
final review of any death 
sentence by the Ohio Parole 
Board, which would also have 
the power to commute sen­ 
tences to life imprisonment. 
Among crimes for which 
death would be mandatory 
punishment 
under 
the 
proposal were first degree 
murder in the slaying of a 
judge, policeman or fireman, 
kidnaping or hijacking 
in 
which murder is committed, 
or first degree murder in a 
sexual attack on a child under 
13.
